THE HOMILY WAS to have been given by 
Bishop William J. McDonald, auxiliary of San 
Francisco, who was a seminarian with the four 
jubilarians, but ill health brought a sudden 
cancellation, and Bishop Maher gave the homily 
instead. 


As the Mass progressed, the cardinal intoned 
the Preface in Latin, recalling the beautiful 
classical traditions of the liturgy which the 
jubilarians—and many of the congregation—had 
known and loved so well. 


And soon after the superbly evocative tones of 
Cardinal Manning’s ‘‘Ite Missa est’’ echoed 
through the small church, the 80 priests stood at 
the invitation of Msgr. Purcell, to sing the 
Magnificat in Latin, in honor of ‘‘the Mother of 
priests, the Mother of us all.’’ 


THE PASTOR SPOKE of his 35 years in the 
parish, of the help from the Sisters and the laity 
throughout those years. Msgr. Clarkin, former 
pastor of Mary Star of the Sea parish, La Jolla, 
joked about the rivalry there once existed between 
“the king of Coronado and the king of La Jolla.” 


Later, at the reception at the historic Hotel del 
Coronado, Msgr. Quinn, pastor emeritus of 
Blessed Sacrament parish, Alexandria, Va., 
recollected how he first came to the United States 
and heard it described as ‘‘God’s own country, but 
the devil’s own people.’’ 


And Msgr. McCabe, now retired in Oakland, 
Calif., said, simply, of Our Lady, ‘‘She is the only 
woman I have ever loved.”’

Are parents the problem of CCD? 


With its cumbersome title the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine has sometimes looked like the 
stepchild of the Church’s teaching program. In fact 
after a somewhat cool reception at most levels in 
the Church at the start it has only recently grown 
into a recognized and vital force in the proclamation 
of the Word. 


We hear complaints that CCD can be a hit and 


‘miss affair in some parishes, but in others it is truly 


a vigorous family involvement and enrichment 
program, benefitting all who are part of it and 
instructing the Catholic community—both children 
and parents—in a realistic and practical way. 


But always the subject of CCD raises a question 
mark. Confraternity it may be, but how much 
Christian doctrine is really getting across in some 
parishes in the weekly one hour spent trying to rivet 
the childrens’ thoughts on how to live as Christ in a 
world which undermines this so readily? . 


Childrens’. views 
In a recent invitation from the Southern Cross, 


. children of a particular CCD school were asked to 


write their impressions. Almost without exception 
they were negative. ‘CCD is boring. We never do 
anything. Some of the things we do are useless and 
could be done at home. T.M.’’ That’s one letter. 
Here is another: ‘‘CCD should have moré activities. 
We could have nature hikes and group activities 


like ice skating, roller skating and others to bring 


the youth of our parish together. C.W. 


Another: ‘‘The CCD: program is a definite - 


bummer. | don’t see why nothing is done to keep 


the older students interested in the program. I, for 


one, found it quite boring...R.S.”’ 


The parish is in the San Diego area. The children 
were given the project to write a letter for the 
Southern Cross. It is only one parish out of more 
than 160 in the diocese. It does not necessarily 
reflect average views on CCD. 


The comments raise questions, even allowing for 
the exaggeration of the students, who were aware 
their letters might be published. : 


Talent and goodwill 

For a program which involves some 1,200 
teachers throughout the diocese each year, holds a 
massive congress with more than 50 workshops to 
help guide those teachers, CCD is still struggling to 
get through to the final recipient—the. child at a 
public school. 


“The talent and the goodwill are there,’’ said Dr. 
H. Giles Schmid, director of the new diocesan total 
teaching mission office, ‘‘but | feel there are 
organizational problems.”’ 


“After seven years of working with the people of 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart parish,’’ says Sister 
Patricia Hanson, ‘‘it seems apparent that those 
grades which have the largest attendance reflect 
the greatest parental participation when_ the 
children were in pre-school. This is essential.’’ 


Sister Patricia is to assume responsibilities as the 
first woman director of the southern diocese CCD 
office on July 1, succeeding Father William Gold. 
She has been involved in the program of religious 
education at OLSH since 1969. 


The Canadian bishops dealt with the problem of 


parental withdrawal from the religious education of 
their children when they met in the spring in 


‘Ottawa. ‘‘The great handicap comes from the lack 


oy 


of biblical preparation of the parents,’’ said their 
working document. ‘‘One cannot love and speak 
about something which one doesn’t know. The life 
experience of parents is not sufficient.’’ 


Total teaching mission 


Dr. Schmid, whose new responsibilities in the 
San Diego diocese encompass all teaching under 
church auspices, now has CCD, youth and 
education departments directly under his wing. ‘‘It 
has taken a long time for the church generally to 
recognize the need to put more effort into religion 
programs outside the Catholic schools,’’ he. said. 
“The program ‘To teach as Jesus did’ was a 
landmark and is much to be praised.’’ This was 
introduced about five years ago aimed at making 
Christianity something to be experienced by living 
as well as learning. 


Some of the drawbacks—apart from parental 
involvement—he sees are lack of supervision, 
staffing and personnel management. There is also a 
lack of ‘‘playground’’ association among the 
students, who come together weekly for the classes 
without necessarily having a social medium of 
exchange or relationship. 


‘“And, of course, we have the high mobility factor 
of the local population,’’ Dr. Schmid added. ‘’Two 
out of three teachers move-on within three years. 
We’ re doing better than average if we hang on to 50 
per cent of our teachers for any period.’’ 


Michael Toth, CCD teacher at Santa Sophia’s 
parish, Spring Valley, brings the blame back to 
parents. ‘‘Their apathy is appalling. Parents just 
fail to follow up on CCD classes and leave it entirely 
to the teachers,’’ he-said, voicing the opinion of 
many volunteer CCD teachers. ‘‘Jt’s like the parish 
school system,’’ he-added, ‘‘where parents don’t 
try to teach religion in the home because they say 
its all being taught at school or CCD. And, as a 
teacher, | want more direction. | don’t get it.’’ 


This touched a raw nerve, which was echoed by 
Dr. Schmid. ‘‘The willingness of the teachers is 
there in abundance,’’ he said, ‘‘showing a 
volunteer readiness to carry the load year after 
year. But without proper direction they cannot 
achieve the results. That’s what | mean about 
supervision and direction.’’ 


Debits and credits 


Student apathy, parental apathy or lack of 
opportunity to participate, lack of direction, lack of 
teaching skills, lack of parental knowledge, and 
lack of time appear to be major factors on the debit 
side of the CCD ledger. 


Sister Patricia Hanson feels that experience has - 


proved that the greater the parental involvement, 
the better the CCD program, the better the 
religious education not only of the children, but of 
the whole family. And that, in turn means.a better 
religious education for the whole ‘‘parish family.’’ 


Next week we will.examine her work at Our Lady 
of the Sacred Heart and the program of parental 
cooperation and involvement which has proved 


. successful. 


| Don‘t thank me, thank God 


We were talking...about ‘‘comfort- 
ing the afflicted’. and lending support

‘of knowing that they do not suffer. 


alone. 

WHEN A NEED is obvious enough, 
public enough and _— threatening 
enough to remind us of our own 
hidden fears, or familiar enough to 


recall our own similar experience, it is - 


not difficult to respond. It is the 
private, unspoken anguish which 
finds itself most desolately alone. 


’ Most. often, | think, we come to 
awareness of a person’s need through 
some kind of related experience. ‘‘l 
know how it is. | have been there’’ can 
be like a lifeline thrown to a drowning 


man. It relieves our suffering friends 
of the necessity of explaining their 
feelings or apologizing for their 
half-understood human reactions. 


There. is then no guilty feeling that 
they must act in accordance without 
expectations of the proper behavior in 
these circumstances. If you have 
‘“been there’”, you know there is no 
“‘right’’ way to act, only the honest 
way, the individual way. You know 
that. emotions can play tricks and” 
common sense fly out the window. 


THERE IS, perhaps, more real 
generosity involved when our aware- 
ness of someone’s need is based on a 
reasonable assumption. rather than 
lived knowledge, but nothing can 
equal the value of being able to 
personally recognize and share their 
predicament. 


| believe that if we have had our 
share of problems and troubles and 
pain, then Jike Simon of Cyrene, we 
are meant also to shoulder some of the 
burden of others. In a figurative 
sense, we ought to ‘‘lay down our 
lives’’ for them— utilize our own cross 


to help them carry theirs. 


Often our contribution is small 
enough and the recipient’s gratitude 
great enough, for us to feel that rather 
than giving we have received. 
Recently, knowing that_a friend was 
facing several hours of lonely waiting 
for the outcome of her husband’s 
surgery for removal of a malignant 
tumor, | was fortunate enough to be 
able to arrange to wait out the hours 
with her. Her outpouring of gratitude 


_ called to mind my own gratitude in 


similar circumstances several years. 
ago. 

THEN, DURING a vigil of my own, 
one of my. sons unexpectedly drove 
several hundred miles to join.me, with 
the words, ‘‘You have waited “alone 
too often in our lives.’’ | remember 
the flood of gratitude that he had 
noticed and understood and cared 
enough to so readily lend his strength. 


Later it occurred to me that it is this 
kind of gratitude that binds us to God, 
who has’ always known and under- 


stood our needs and our pains and 


who cares enough to so readily and 


= God: 


unfailingly imbue us with his strength 
and. compassion—if we will only 
accept it. For, unfortunately, we are 
not always disposed to accept his love 
and generosity. i 


SOMETIMES WE are so concerned 
with blaming him for our predicament 
or demanding that he remove it, that 


‘we ignore the gentle strength of his 


presence and forget the immanence of 
his love. But we should never 
encounter human kindness without 


remembering that it is only a*poor — 


reflection of his kindness, never 
recognize the warmth and selflessness 
of human love without the under- 
standing that it is the weakest 
imitation of divine love. 


Our gratitude is: not true gratitude 


“unless it reaches beyond the thought- 


fulness and service of the person to 


the infinite care of God for us. Our 
love is not complete unless it seeks -

Parachute failed—but he lived to pray and tell

ESCONDIDO—For Paul Springer, the 


power of prayer and the grace of God are as 


real as the crutches on which he walks. 


On a training exercise the Army Special 
Forces (Green Beret) reservist bailed out of a 
plane cruising 1, 000 feet over the Panama 
jungle. 


HIS PARACHUTE failed and he plunged 
downward toward certain death at 70 miles 
per hour. 


That was last Feb. 1. But Paul Springer is 
alive today, and he views his experience as a 
-second birth granted by God, a chance to 
start his life anew. 


Several weeks before making the jump, he 
recalls, ‘‘a friend told me he had a terrible 
dream about me dying in a parachute jump. 
Thoughts of death had been on my mind as 
well, so in a sense I was forewarned about 
the accident.”’ 


HE BELIEVES that forewarning was a 
message from God. ‘‘I began praying, and 
Iasked my two oldest children, Ben, 11, and 
Janet, 9, to pray for me as well,’’ said the 
38-year-old former religious education 
teacher.

Robust and glowing with good health 
except for the withered left leg shattered in 
the fall, the 38-year-old owner of the KOA 
campground north of this. city said his 
preparations for his jump over Panama did 
not stop with prayer.

SPRINGER SPENT weeks with exercises 
and running to get into top physical shape 
for his jump, all to meet the requirements of 
his half of his ‘‘partnership with God’’.

Naval Hospital, San Diego, he has had 
plenty of time to meditate and pray. 


“The odds against living through an 
experience such as mine are astronomic. In 
effect, God has allowed me to be born again. 
Obviously God wants me to be alive for 
future service to him,’’ he muses. 


HE VOWS TO spend the rest of his life in 
service to God, though he isn’t exactly sure 
what form that service will take. 

‘“‘T have made quite a bit of money in real 
estate,’’ he said, ‘‘and-I have thought of 
putting it to. use for orphans from different 
parts of the world. 

‘‘The idea would be to bring them to this 
country and raise them as solid Christians, 
to help them come to terms with God as I did 
without having to fall 1,000 feet to do it,’’ he 
reflects. 

Springer also has a reminder for other 
Christians. ‘‘In. Christ everyone has the 
capacity to be reborn without the trauma I 
experienced. And it is a lot easier to be 
reborn on your knees in church than it is 


lying in the jungles of Panama.

Jesus’ Career Towards its Close 


It looked like defeat | 
to the world, but would 
turn into a great victory 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Scholars are of the opinion that the story 
of the passion was the first continuous 
narrative of the Christ-event to have been 
composed. The reason for this may very well 
be the intimate connection between the 
passion-death-resurrection and the Euchar- 
ist. 


The Eucharist was celebrated right from 


‘ the beginning of Christianity, and it is, 


@)) 


among other things, the memorial, the 
sacramental reenactment, of the passion- 
death-resurrection experience. Just as, 
among the Jews, the story of the Exodus was 
recited each year during the Passover meal, 


so the story of the passion was probably , 


recited during the Eucharistic meal, to bring 
out its significance. 4 


- AS A RESULT it would have been 
formulated quite early. Indeed, many of the 
differences in the various Gospel accounts of 
the Last Supper may reflect varying 
Eucharistic liturgies in individual communi- 
ties. 

Mark’s account is brief and to the point. It 
begins with a notice that it was the first day 
of the unleavened bread, when it was 
customary to sacrifice the paschal lamb. 


. Thus he pinpoints the day to the Passover 


itself by referring to the paschal lamb which 


was eaten at the festive meal on the eve of 


e) 


rs n, 


\ the feast. 


However, it is not the celebration of the 
feast itself which is paramount in Mark’s 
account. This is Jesus’ own. Passover, in a 
double sense: He will transform it into the 
new Passover, the Eucharist, and it will 
mark the solemn beginning of His passing 
over from this life, through death, to 
glory—although the note of glory is 
soft-pedaled in Mark’s consistently’ stark, 
sombre account. 


HE INTRODUCES the story of the supper 
itself with a remark which could be rather 
incidental, but which, in the context, is 
threateningly ominous. We read: ‘‘As. it 
grew dark he arrived with the Twelve.’’ ‘‘As 
it grew dark’’—this is indeed the hour of 
darkness or, as Luke has it, ‘‘the triumph of 
darkness.’’ For int the course of the meal 
Jesus told them: ‘‘I give you my word, one of 
you is about to betray me, yes, one who is 
eating with me—a man who dips into the 
dish with me.”’ 


The announcement of the impending 
treachery is all the more shocking, all the 
more poignant, coming as it does in the 
intimacy of a shared meal, the symbol of love 
and fellowship. Jesus’ words, ‘‘It were 
better for him had he never been born,’’ are 
so harsh, so bitter, that Luke, in his later 
account, will omit them. 


It was the role of the father of the family at 
the Passover meal to invoke a blessing on 
the bread, break it up, and hand it around. 
Jesus now assumes this role. ‘‘He took 
bread, blessed and broke it and give it to 
them. ‘Take this,’ he said, ‘this is my body.’ 


MARK HAS pared the account down to 


the bare essentials: the gestures, the simple, 
direct words. No command to eat, as in 
Matthew, no reference to His body being 
given up for them, no instruction to do this in 
His memory, as in Luke and Paul. (Paul’s 
account in 1 Corinthians 11, by the way, is 
the earliest account of the institution of the 
Eucharist, antedating Mark by about 10 


_ years.) 


Mark is a bit more detailed about the 
consecration of the’ wine. ‘‘This is my blood, 
the blood of the covenant, to be poured out 
on behalf of many.’’ He doesn’t identify the 
cup, but we know from Luke’s account that it 
was very probably the third and last cup-of 
the Passover meal, the cup of blessing, 
which was drunk after the main course, just 
before the concluding psalm. 


Jesus links His blood with the blood of the 
covenant, i.e., the blood of the sacrificial 
animal poured out at the foot of Mt. Sinai to 
signify the new relationship between God 
‘and His people Israel. Jesus is the new 
sacrificial lamb, the lamb of God, establish- 
ing by His blood a new relationship, a new 
covenant, between God and all humanity. 


FINALLY, JESUS points out the eternal 
dimension of the Eucharist: ‘‘I will never 
again drink of the fruit of the vine until the 
day when IJ drink it new in the reign of God.”’ 
It refers to the day when the earthly 
Eucharist, a joyous symbol of the messianic 
banquet, will be celebrated by Jesus and His 
faithful followers in a new and transcendent 
way in the Kingdom of the Father. 


It is hard to say whether the sad little 
episode which follows took place while they 
were still at table or on their way to 
Gethsemane. Verse 26 would suggest the 
latter: ““After singing songs of praise, they 
walked out to the Mount of Olives.’’ But the 
following verse would seem to support the 


. former: ‘‘Jesus then said to them’’—as a 


continuation of his table talk. 
And, in fact, Luke places Jesus’ prediction 


. of Peter’s denial squarely within the context 


of the supper. This could be an example of 
Mark’s frequent awkwardness of style and 
the resultant obscurity. 


AT ANY RATE, Jesus sadly fortells the 


- Shock they will experience at His crucifixion . 


and their abandonment of Him. Peter, with 
typical impetuosity, blurts out, ‘‘Even 
though all are shaken in faith, it will not be 
that way with me.’’ 


Jesus answered, ‘‘I give you my 
assurance, this very night before the cock 
crows twice you will deny me three times.”’ 
But Peter kept reasserting vehemently, 
“Even if I have to die with you, I will not 
deny you.’’ Mark adds: ‘‘They all said the 
same.”’ ; 


The events that followed are so familiar to 
us: the agony in the garden, the kiss of 
Judas, the arrest, the trial with its brutality, 
all ending in the crucifixion, a type of capital 
punishment so horrible that it was reserved 
for the slave class. It looked for all the world 
like utter ‘defeat. But something was to 
happen after a few days that would turn it 
into glorious victory.

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Biblical Profiles 


James is a writer of 
words of deep wisdom

’ Reading James is like going back to the 
wisdom writers of the Old Testament. James 
is like a Solomon for New Testament times. 
Though there is no certainty about his 
identity, the general consensus is that he is 
the James who became the first Bishop of 
Jerusalem. He doesn’t follow the letter style 
of other epistilary writers. He sounds more 
like a preacher than a writer. His advice to 
the Church centers on five themes. 


1. Develop endurance. Christian life will 
be full of trials. There is no sense in thinking 
that Christianity is a matter of ‘‘cheap 
grace,’’ of achievement on the run. 
Temptation and the tug of passion will 
hound everyone reaching for the spiritual 
crown of life and happiness. Without 
endurance through the time of testing, it is 
foolish to think that anything of worth can be 
accomplished. : 


2. Act out your belief. Don’t just be a 
hearer of Christ’s word. Do something about 
it. A faith that finds no realization in loving 
behavior is a useless faith. Some scholars 
thought, that James. is repudiating Paul’s 
letter about the vanity of works of the law as 

- against the all important saving power of 
faith. Even Luther at one time referred to 
James as “‘letter of straw.’’ But in fact, Paul 
preached the value of good works, acting out 
the faith, just as James appreciated the need 
for faith as well as works. James is simply 
centering on people who misread Paul to 
think that faith is enough without practice. 


3. Treat the poor with justice. One of the 
all important implementations is the task of 
bringing justice to the poor. As eloquently as 
any Old Testament prophet or modern-day 
defender of the rights of underprivileged, 
James lashes out: 


“As for you, you rich, weel and wail over 
your impending miseries. Your wealth has 
rotted, your fine wardrobe has grown 
motheaten, your gold and silver have 
corroded, and their corrosion shall be a 
testimony against you; it will devour your 
flesh like a fire... The cries of the harvesters 
have reached the ears of the Lord of hosts.’’

Olivia Newton-John’s latest single re- 
minds me of Lucy at her Psychiatric Help 
5-cent office waiting for Charlie Brown to 


come by. Both say a lot about the importance 


of asking for help in times of trouble. 


“Come On Over’’ is different from the 
Peanuts cartoon characters. It is more like 
real life. Charlie Brown seeks help directly 
while Olivia sings as one who knows she 
needs help at times but can’t bring herself to 
ask for it directly. Instead, she approaches it 
shyly—“‘If- you think I need you come on 
over.”” 


ASKING FOR help is not always easy. We 
don’t like to admit we have weaknesses or 
that we can’t do everything for ourselves. 
We’d rather struggle alone than let 
someone else know that sometimes we hurt 
inside. 

Such an attitude is common today because 
our culture places such a big value on 
strength and makes fun of weakness. To 
admit weakness, we’re told, means that we. 
are defective—no good—and this is not true 
at all. 


We know deep down that it’s O.K. not to 

be perfect or strong always, but because 

“we’re pressured to be the prettiest, the 
strongest, the best dressed, the winner, we

4. Use your tongue wisely. James’ 
discourse on the tongue is probably the most 
interesting and dramatic meditation on the 
use of speech ever written. As perceptive as 
any psychology of speech, James’ observa- 
tions make a direct link between the use of 
the tongue and one’s ego strength, one’s 
ability to control maturely his relationships 
to others. As James sees it, the mastery of 
the tongue is the ultimate clue to one’s 
personal integrity and maturity. He says we 
put a bit into a horse’s mouth to guide it. 
Even the mightiest ship, disheveled’ by 
boisterous winds and waves is guided by a 
small rudder, responsive to the helmsman’s 
touch. 


But the tongue? How is it that such a little 
spark can so set a forest ablaze? Who is 
unaware of ‘‘fighting words’? whether at 
meetings of sophisticated diplomats, gather- 
ings in taverns, or between two ladies 
having morning coffee? Our zoos are full of 
tamed animals of the fiercest kinds. Who is 
the lucky one to have tamed his tongue? 


We use it to praise God and damn our 
neighbor. In our scientific times we are 
prone to gather data and evidence for this 
and that development. Painful as it may be, 
we have a running possibility of data 
gathering on our personal character by 
noting and evaluating the words we speak. 
In nature, a good spring does not gush forth 
fresh and foul water from the same outlet. 
Well, the lesson is obvious. 


5. Practice Christian values. ‘‘Do not 
grumble at one another, my brothers, lest 
you be condemned. See! The judge stands at 
the gate. As your models in suffering, 
hardship and patience, brothers, take the 
prophets who spoke in the name of the 
Lord.’’ (James 5:10) 


James lists a series of wise maxims to 
guide Christians in search of values that live 
out the meaning of faith. He wants people to 
be “‘sensibly’’ humble, to abandon foolish 
jealously, to be lenient and rich. in sympathy. 
He is almost Shakespearean when he says, 
“You are vapor that appears and briefly 
vanishes.’ (4:14)

tend to forget at times our worth as persons, 
imperfect though we are.- 


LOOK AT the response to movies like 


Brian’s Song and The Other Side of the 
Mountain. These true stories touched many 
people because they showed how physical 


_ infirmity or even the closeness of death 


could not conquer the spirit. 
prevailed in spite-of weakness. 


But it wasn’t personal strength alone that 
brought these people through their crises 
nor is it that way with us. It is only because 
people love us and accept us with our 
weaknesses as well as with our strengths 
that we can make it through life. 


If ‘‘Come On Over’’ tells us something 
about ourselves—that it’s not too bad to 
admit we need help even though we are 
hesitant—it also tells us something about 
others. We must be sensitive to the shy cries 
for help from people that live around us, 
people who are afraid they will be rejected if 
they admit weakness to us. 


We must let each other know that because 
we are children of God, we are all 
worthwhile persons whose strength and 
beauty flow from our hearts and show best in 
the way we love one another.

The Final Days 


Jesus’ gift of himself 


By William E. May 


All of us are familiar with the Gospel 
accounts of the final days of Jesus: how He 
entered Jerusalem on Palm Sunday, 
prepared to eat the Pasch with His disciples, 
gave Himself as food and drink to His 
apostles at the Last Supper, prayed in the 
garden, submitted to arrest, was tried and 
sentenced to death, was cruelly scourged 
and mocked, and finally was nailed to a cross 
to die an agonizing death (Matthew 
26:1-27:61; Mark 14:1-15:47; Luke 22:1-23: 
56; John 13:1-19:42). 


The significance of these final days of 
Jesus’ life is also familiar to us, but perhaps 
this very familiarity at times keeps us from 
deepening our appreciation of what Jesus 
has done and indeed still does for us. By 
suffering and dying Jesus has made it 
possible for us to share in His redeeming act 
and to become identified with Him, just as 
He became perfectly one with us. This is one 
of the central truths that Jesus teaches us by 
His gift of Himself. 


YET THIS truth at times becomes 
obscured. For one thing, we are accustomed 
to look on Jesus as God. He is truly God, 
truly the Uncreated Word of the Father, one 
in being with the Father. But Jesus is the 
Uncreated Word-become-flesh, become 
man, become truly one of us. 


Too frequently we think that just because 
Jesus was God His suffering and death were 
different from ours. Too often, I believe, we 
are disappointed because Jesus did not give 
us a rational explanation of the suffering and 
agony and pain and frustration that we all 
experience. We fail to realize that He gave 
us something better. Let me try to explain. 


If we look at the Gospels we discover that 
Jesus did not promise us an answer to the 
mystery of evil, to the problem of suffering. 
He simply said that He, the Son of Man, had 
to suffer and that everyone who wants to 
become identified with Him would have to 
suffer too. 


YET IF WE take His humanity seriously, 
if we try to appreciate the meaning of the 
incarnation—that God loves us so deeply 
that He ‘“‘emptied Himself’’ of His divinity 
so that He could become perfectly one with 
us (see Philippians 2:6-11)—then we can 
begin to see that by suffering and dying 
Jesus makes it possible for us to become 
identified with Him and, through and in 
Him, with the Father who has sent Him. 


Jesus’ favorite way of referring to Himself 
in the Gospels was to call Himself the ‘‘Son 
of Man,”’ and He identified Himself with the 
suffering servant portrayed in the songs of 


Isaiah. By doing this He wanted to teach us 


that He, the Word-made-flesh, was truly one 
of us and that He fully experienced what it 
means to be a human being. 


And precisely by becoming completely 
identified with us in our suffering and 
agony, He makes it possible for us to become 
completely identified with Himself. John L. 


McKenzie, the noted biblical scholar, has 


expressed this truth eloquently. He says that 


those who wish to identify themselves with — 


Jesus cannot share His divine sonship 
except by adoption. But they can, he noted, 
“share his human condition.” 


Suffering and death are the normal human 
condition. Jesus does not ennoble them, but 
he makes them the means by which man is 
liberated from sin and death. Those who 
accept the human condition with Him share 
in the redemptive act, the saving act of 
God...The ultimate futility in the life of 
unbelieving and hopeless man becomes the 
means of the ultimate fulfillment of the 
human potential. £ 


THE DELIVERANCE of man is not to be 
accomplished by an act which can be shared 
by only a few. It is accomplished by perfect 
identity between Jesus and the race which 
he. incorporates in Himself.’’ [The Power 
and the Wisdom, p. 102). 


If we'reflect on Jesus’ final gift of Himself 
in this light, we will, I believe, come to a 
newer and deeper appreciation of the 
meaning of the beatitudes. We shall see why 
it is true that we should ‘‘rejoice and be 
glad’’ when we are insulted and persecuted 
and why we who suffer shall be consoled (cf. 
Matthew 5:3-12). 


The quite ordinary life of Jesus is the 
great stumbling block, the scandal of belief. 
To accept this scandal is to accept the 
mystery of the incarnation, the truly 
wondrous, paradoxical, completely unex- 
pected gift of God’s consuming love for us: 
His gift of Himself in a created human 
reality that He has made His own and, in 


- making it His own, has raised to the level of 


life with Himself. 


AT EACH Eucharist we call to mind the 
saving death of Jesus. Eucharist .means 
thanksgiving, and there is a reason why we 
should give thanks and be glad: God, the 
most marvelous friend we can ever have, has 
made Himself to be one of us and invites us 
to become one with Him and makes it 
possible for us to do so. 


We can become one with Him today, in 
the suffering and disappointment that we 
will experience; and He, our Risen Lord, will 
be with us to comfort and support us in our 


_ struggle to be what we really are: precious 


words of God that He, the Uncreated Word, 


' has become.

ST. CLOUD, MINN. (NC)—‘‘The principle of the 
First Amendment has been violated in the 
establishment of government schools,’’ an official of 
the Catholic School Administrators’ Association of 
New York State said here. : 


The people of the United States are coming to 
realize the falsity of the notion that ‘‘the public 
schools are neutral’’ concerning religion, said 
Brother Thomas Draney, field representative of the 
association. 


HE SAID A GROUP of parents in St. Louis is 
suing the public-school system for violating the First 
Amendment. The parents contend that secular 
humanism, which they claim has been recognized as 
a religion by the U.S. Supreme Court in cases 
involving conscientious objection to military service, 
is being taught in public schools. 3 

“If it is a religion in one case, it is religion in 
another,’’ Brother Draney said. ‘‘If you cannot teach 
Catholicism in a public school, you cannot teach 
secular humanism either. The net result is that 
people must realize there is no such thing as neutral 
education; there never has been.”’ 


Brother Draney, a member of the Congregation of 


Christian Brothers, added: ‘I think we are coming to 
a-point of recognition in this country that for many 
reasons we need a drastic change in the system.’’ 
_ He contended that vouchers would be ‘‘a very 
equitable and sensible means of accomplishing this 
restructuring.’’

parents by .a local school district or other 
government agency. The parents then choose a 


school—public, private or church-related—which ~ 


they consider appropriate for their child, enroll the 
child and turn the voucher over to the school..

The voucher system will come into existence ‘‘If 
we work at it,’ Brother Draney said. ‘‘The 
acceptance of the plan would also depend upon how 
much political and social pressure is put upon the 
government and bureaucracy.’’ 


He said he expected teachers’ unions to oppose 
the system, although many individual teachers 
would welcome~ it. The secular humanists will 
oppose vouchers, he said, ‘‘because the public 
school now is for them exactly what the Protestant 
school was for many Americans a century ago. It was 
a tax-supported institution that propagated their 
view of life. Why give it up?’’ 


BROTHER DRANEY -contended that vouchers 
would bring extensive changes to both the public 
and nonpublic systems of education. ‘‘The essence 
of the voucher is what | call the ‘golden rule,’ ’’ he 
said. ‘‘He who controls the gold makes the rules.’’ 


Greater freedom to choose schools would give 
parents greater influence in education, he said, and 
this would lead to a greater variety of schools to 
meet differing demands: traditional or innovative, 
emphasizing science or arts. 


TalKing Point Il—Mary and the ‘flesh’ 


Cardinal says ‘unbridled lust’ ousts love 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Cardinal John Wright, 
leading American prelate in Rome and prefect of the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Clergy, has written 
that a renewed theology of Mary and of the flesh is 
needed to combat the sexual indulgence and license 
of our times. 


The cardinal noted that the ability to prevent 
births and the availability of easy divorce have made 
possible the separation of child-bearing and love as 
ends of marriage. That separation has in turn 
allowed a man to ‘‘turn his wife into a mistress until 
her ability to satisfy his lust wanes,’’ he said. 


CATHOLICS ARE growing in their awareness 
“that love must not be divorced from the primary 
purpose of marriage, which is the child,’’ he 
continued. ¥ 


In his essay, which appeared as a front-page 
article in the Vatican daily, L‘Osservatore Romano, 
Cardinal Wright.cited instances of unbridled lust 
today and ‘said: : 


“Hence the need for a renewed theology 


. concerning Mary...the living personification of the 
highest ideals of chastity. Hence the need for a 
Christian ‘theology concerning the flesh,’ so that our 
culture may be refined by it, our civilization may be 


cured of excess and purified of decadence, our lives 
made sane and holy by it.’’ 


~ THE CARDINAL wrote that ‘‘the Virgin Mother of 

Christ and of all the redeemed most especially 
symbolizes and solves the problem of a ‘‘theology of 
the flesh.’’ This, he said, is because Mary has 
delivered the word ‘‘flesh’’ from its normal 
connotation of the lower apppetites and of lustful 
indulgence. 


Because she is the mother of ‘‘the Word made 
Flesh,’’ he wrote, she is an exemplar of a use of and 
respect for the flesh which is peculiarly Christian. 


The cardinal traced the history of theological 
errors stemming from a denial of the reality of 
Christ’s humanity. Such errors led to the licentious 
indulgence of those who came so to condemn the 
flesh that they saw nothing wrong with the most 
depraved practices, he said. 


THESE ANTI-CHRISTIAN ideas, the cardinal 
continued,._sought to replace ‘salvation with 
gnosticism, knowledge divorced from faith and 
humility, a cold intellectualism based on pride. 


‘This element of pride,’’ he wrote, ‘is seen in the 
idea of one religion designed for the intellectuals 
and. another for the ignorant masses. Christian 


=f 


The voucher system would also stimulate 
competition, he said. ‘‘Those schools that couldn’t 
please the consumers would be out of business. It’s 
as simple as that.. They would have to change.’’ 


THE VOUCHER SYSTEM would increase 


. parental power ‘‘through the operation of free 


enterprise and the power of the consumers to put the 
money where it pleases them,’’ Brother Draney

He said one advantage of the four-year-old — 


Catholic School Administrators’ Association of New 
York State is its independence of any diocese.

“WHILE THE CHURCH and the bishops should 
give moral leadership, they should not make political 
decisions, and they should not be involved in the 
political maneuverings that must take place. 


“This is not always a nice process, but it is a 
necessary part of life. That’s why professional 
associations can do something where the institu- 
‘tional Church cannot.’’ 


knowledge, to the contrary, was for the simple and 
the wise alike. 


“All the gnostics are not yet dead,’’ he wrote. 
“They publish articles regularly and have ‘renewed’ 
their theology for our generation and our age in the 
life of the Church.’’ 


ST. DOMINIC preached a renewed Christianity 
through the rosary against one type of this perverse 
doctrine, wrote the cardinal. It was based on ‘‘the 
salute of the angel of God to flesh full of grace, to 
flesh within fallen humanity...to the Son of God who 
became flesh for us who are flesh...being born of the 
flesh of the Virgin.’’ 


“Later came the Puritans, with their renewed 
disdain and near hatred for everything of the flesh, 
he wrote. This led to a denial of liturgy, of liturgical 
art and of sacramentality. It made fleshly and human 
things unworthy of God. 


This, in turn, led to a liberalism that soon 
degenerated into license, he said. And the ancient 
cycles come round again. 


““But,’’ wrote the cardinal, ‘‘the Church still 


“speaks with sanity of the supremacy, the dignity, the 


beauty of the flesh when it conforms to the plan, the 
loving law of its Creator and the grace of its 
Redeemer.’’

Father Jean de Brebeuf, martyred in 1649, 
was among those towering Jesuit mission- 
aries who ministered to the Indians of the St. 
Lawrence Valley and the Great Lakes region 
in the years after 1626. 


Death did not blot out his memory among 
the Christianized Indians, however, and the 
fame of St. Jean de Brebeuf, canonized by 
Pope Pius XI in 1930, lives on in the annals 
of Indianology, for a host of reasons, not the 
least of which were his literary contribu- 
tions. : i 


THE JESUIT missionary once wrote that 
“the Indians have a-particular devotion for 
the night that was enlightened by the birth 
of the Son of God. There was not one who 
refused to fast on the day that preceded it.”’ 


He went on to say that the Indians “‘built a 
small chapel of cedar and fir branches. in 
honor of the manger of the Infant Jesus. 
They wished to perform some penance to 
prepare themselves for better receiving him

into their hearts on that holy day, and even 
those who were at a distance of more than 
two days’ journey met at a given place to 
sing hymns in honor of the new-born Child.”’ 


It was within that context that Father de 
Brebeuf composed America’s first Christ- 
mas carol, ‘‘Jesous Ahatonhia,’’ “‘Jesus is 
Born’’. He set the lyrics to the tune of a 
popular 16th century French folk song, “‘Une 
Jeune Pucelle.’’ 


LONG AFTER their lands were ravaged 
and their villages destroyed in the late 
1640s, the remnant Hurons, who resettled 
near Quebec, preserved the carol among 
their tribal traditions. 


Daniel Carroll — American Patriot 


Daniel Carroll (1733-1796), ‘‘the forgotten 
man of American constitutional history,”’ 
was one of the leading architects and 
practitioners of that wholly new concept of 
government which recognizes the sovereign- 
ity of the people. The Maryland-born 
statesman was an eminent Catholic layman 
of great charity and principle. 

_ He hailed from that outstanding family of 
Carrolls who broached the idea of American 
independence even before it was mentioned 


and championed by George Washington, 
Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson. 


DANIEL’S BROTHER John, a one-time 
Jesuit and the first American bishop, 
occupied the premier episcopal seat at 
Baltimore from 1789 until 1815. 


Daniel was elected to the Continental 
Congress, where he served with great 
distinction from 1780 to 1784. During most of 
that time he was that body’s presiding 
officer. 


In 1789, he was a delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention that met at

influential in drafting the American Consti- 
tution, which he once referred to as ‘‘the 
best form of government that has ever been 
offered to the world.’’

And it was he who helped add the clause 
to the First Amendment which reads, 
“‘Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof.’’ Another of Carroll’s 
interventions, that which protected states’ 
rights, was accepted as he presented it.
